Mr. Farren was the Country Justice to the 
life, and Mrs. Davenport, as Deborah, was all that a maiden chatter- 
ing aunt should be, We are sorry to find Duruset’s voice so com- 
pletely failing him; he sang a song in the second act, which seems to 
have been introduced merely for the sake of showing his weakaess.— 
Mr. Pearman, as Young Meadows, and Miss Love, as Lucinda, 
aeted and sang ‘with their accusismed sweetness.—The Opera was 
followed by The Miller and his Men.
